Waoo, Texas, I>p<\ 3—(JP)—The Ma­ 
sonic Grand Lodge of Texas yester­ 
day was warned 
by Grand 
Master 
Guinn Williams that some few lodges, 
misled as to Masonic 
ideals 
and 
teachings, were allowing propaganda 
of the Ku Klux Klan to create dis- 
rention in the craft.

“ Your committee condemns in un­ 
measured terms any statement by any 
one anywhere that Free Masonry is 
in any way responsible for or asso­ 
ciated with the Ku Klux Klan.

unhesitatingly declare that the use 
of Masonry in an effort to build up 
or sustain the klan or any other or­ 
ganization is a Masonic o f f e n s e and 
should be severely dealt with." 
Grand Master Williams said that 
conditions which he found in 
many 
parts of the state are such as to make 
it his duty to say that the declara­ 
tion has been disregarded, and re­ 
mind the assembly of Masons that j 
the grand lodge laws 
provide

eschewing all interests in factional 
politics and sectarian religion and I 
being free from the affiliation of j 
both. 
"I regret," he said, “that in my j 
opinion, there is a growing tendency 
on the part of some members of our 
fraternity to have

participate actively in politics and 
unless this tendency is checked. Ma­ 
sonry will pay a greater price for
